Throughout the 1964-65 term 
Elizabethtown College will ob- 
serve the 65th anniversary of its 
founding. 

On September 23, 1899, a 

charter granted by the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania 
through the efforts of several 
area leaders of the Church of the 
Brethren, comprised the College. 
Alpha Hall and Rider Memorial 
Hall were still on the drawing 
boards and the first class meet- 
ings were a year away. 

Today nearly 1200 students, 
faculty and staff numbering 
about 100, an 86-acre campus, 
and about 5,000 alumni offer 
stark evidence that Elizabeth- 
town College “has come a long 
way.’’ 

Biggest of the special events 
that will mark the College’s 65th 
Anniversary will be a formal 
convocation program to be held 
on Sunday, November 15.

When completed, the new din- 
ing room will provide a second 
serving line and seat an addi- 
tional 235-240 persons.

Following his graduation 
from the University of Missip- 
pi in 1950, the lanky (6’7”) 
Smith took some graduate 
studies and then, in 1952, 
turned to professional basket- 
ball with the Philadelphia 
Warriors. However, an un- 
fortunate automobile accident 
resulting in a back injury 
ruled out any hopes of a pro 
career. 

Smith left Nazareth, Pa. High 
School to come to Elizabethtown 
in 1954 as head basketball coach, 
tennis coach, and instructor in 
physical education. 

No one questioned the big fel- 
low’s know-how and he was con- 
sidered the area's number one 
mentor by many fans, rival 
coaches and sportswriters alike. 

His basketball teams com- 
piled an enviable 135-84 record 
under his guidance, including 
that f o r e V e r-to-be-remem- 
bered 20 win, 5 loss campaign 
of a year ago which included 
a Middle Atlantic Conference 
championship and an Eastern 
Regional runner-up finish.

Soccermen Bounce West Chester 
Thinclads Wi n 2; Gals At 2-2-1 


A jinx was broken on Oc- 
tober 14 when the Blue Jay 
soccer team scored a 3-2 vic- 
tory over West Chester here 
to take a giant step toward the 
defense of two consecutive 
Middle Atlantic Conference 
championships. 

The Rams, who had out- 
plugged the Jays 2-0 in each of 
the two championship seasons, 
were as tough as ever, but this 
time E-town was up to the chal- 
lenge. 

The victory wa.s the Jays’ 
fourth straight and had them 
flying high prior to a Homecom- 
ing encounter at St. Joseph’s in 
Philadelphia on October -17. 

In other sports, meanwhile, the 
cross country team remained un- 
defeated with a 24-31 victory 
over Albright at Reading on 
October 13, and the women’s 
field hockey team passed the 
middle of October with a 2-2-1 
record after beating Lebanon 
Valley 11-1 on the 14th.

EDITOR'S NOTE; With this issue the ETOWNIAN intro- 
duces a new column, designed to create more student 
interest in the total program of the College. Infor- 
mation for this column has been collected and com- 
piled by Sandy Nelson and Ginger Wise, This week 
the ETOWNIAN features the new physical education 
program. 

In the planning for three years, the new 
physical education program launched this 
semester has brought about changes in the 
curriculum and physical facilities. 

Individual and team sports, swimming, and 
sports appreciation courses provide the core 
for the new curriculurfi. In addition, there is 
for the first time an adapted program for the 
physically handicapped which develops around 
their individual capacities and limitations. 

Individual sports are taught to enable the 
student to make constructive use of his leisure 
time after he graduates from college — ^whether 
he develops skills in golf, tennis, bowling, or 
archery. 

On the other hand, team sports are of- 
fered to help students develop skills and main- 
tain physical fitness so that they can partici- 
pate in athletic activities while in college. 

A full semester of swimming has been 
initiated so that all students will at least be 
able to float or do the basic strokes, as a 
safety measure. 

Sports appreciation classes have been in- 
troduced so that students can gain an under- 
standing of game rules, physical development, 
first aid, and current events in athletics. 

Coach Roscher, who became aware at his 
interview two years ago of the college’s de- 
sire to improve athletic facilities, has been 
placed in charge of plans for the new athletic 
fields. According to Coach Roscher the fields 
are unique in three ways. 

First, one field does not interfere with the 
use of the other. (Part of the soccer field will 
not lie within the limits of the outfield of the 
baseball field.) Secondly, there are separate 
facilities for men and women. Finally, the 
fields are irrigated by a pumping system and 
underground sprinkling system. 

Depending on the turf, the new fields (soc- 
cer, hockey, men and women physical educa- 
tion, and multipurpose fields) should be ready 
for use by 1966. 

Coach Roscher would like to see the 
bordering wooded area made into recreation 
facilities with picnic tables in the future. He 
also hopes that a full-scale intramural pro- 
gram can be launched when the multipurpose 
fields are ready. 

According to Coach Wright, there are no 
more plans for innovations in the immediate 
future. The department will concentrate on 
improving the present program until the new 
physical education building is constructed, 
which is to come after the new classroom 
building in the Pathway to Fulfillment Pro- 
gram. 

It is hoped that the course will encourage 
students to be participants rather than spec- 
tators in the athletic contests and make them 
realize physical education is more than ball 
playing, that it is a discipline requiring as 
much effort as the training of mental capaci- 
ties. I I I I I 1 j 

Members of the physical education depart- 
ment are pleased with the new curriculum be- 
cause they find students more responsive now 
that a more extensive program is being offered 
and grades are being given. 

Previously credit was awarded for being 
present in class, and attendance was optional 
for members of the athletic teams.

The necessity for a church-related college to be “genuinelj 
fruitful” was underscored Nov. 15 by Dr. Wayne F. Geisert 
president of Bridgewater College during the 65th Anniversary con' 
vocation of Elizabethtown College. 

Speaking in the Elizabethtown 
Area High School before several 
hundred persons, including hon- 
orary degree winners of the past 
and former class presidents, Dr. 

Geisert said, “The Challenge to 
Christian Higher Education” is 
a matter of survival and contin- 
ued excellence in an age when 
critics question the ability of 
church-related colleges to ade- 
quately educate their students. 

He cited four characteristics 
these colleges must have if 
they are to be fruitful: high 
direction, a spirit of courage, 
a quality of genuineness, and a 
recognition of Christ as Mas- 
ter of the universe by casting 
all aspirations Godward. 

“Growth alone is evident in the 
expansion of campuses, in the 
quality and quanity of faculty 
personnel, in addition to new 
and modern equipment. But 
there is an element of danger 
here — We could allow our col- 
leges to grow too rapidly, at the 
expense of true education,” he 
said. 

Finally, Dr. Geisert said, the 
church-related college never 
must lose sight of its basic 
philosophies in dealing either 
with the individual student or 
the curriculum and general 
policy for that student’s per- 
formance and conduct. 

The program was opened by an 
academic procession of faculty, 
alumni, trustees, and guests. 

Pres. Roy E. McAuley extended 
greetings following the invo- 
cation by the Rev. Roy E. John- 
son, College minister. 

Dr. R. W. Schlosser, president 
emeritus and professor of Eng- 
lish, recounted some of the sig- 
nificant and humorous events 
in the early years of the Col- 
lege.

If the Elizabethtown College soccermen played a full 
schedule of championship playoff games, they might never lose. 
At least that’s the impression observers might get when view- 
ing the Blue Jays’ accomplishments in the Middle Atlantic Con- 
ference over the last three years. 


Last month Coach Owen 
Wright’s booters copped their 
third consecutive conference 
crown when they outplayed 
Drexel 3-0 in Philadelphia. The 
Dragons had won the South- 
ern Division title while the 
Jays were victorious in the 
Northern Division. 

Thus, after a somewhat dis- 
appointing season during which 
Elizabethtown absorbed four 
losses (two by scores of 1-0), the 
big goai Wright and his men set 
for themselves was achieved.

Target date for the completion 
of the library is still the spring 
of 1965, said Kurtz, but if present 
troubles with the heating system 
persist,- a delay may result before 
the addition is opened. 

The new men’s residence, 
•which will house 140 students, is 
on schedule and should be fin- 
ished next summer. An innova- 
tion in it will be L-shaped rooms, 
which will afford minimum dis- 
turbance when one student is 
studying and the other is sleep- 
ing. 

Tbe lei^th of the haUs will 


be broken up by an offset in 
the middle which, Kurtz stat- 
ed, will eliminate the prob- 
lem of students “rolling bowl- 
ing balls down the halls.” 

The next construction project 
scheduled is a classroom build- 
ing, which will be erected im- 
mediately west of the lake in the 
area of the baseball field. Final 
plans have not yet been drawn 
up for this building, Kurtz said, 
since the College is presently 
taking a survey of classroom 
needs. It is hoped that ground 
can be broken this summer. 

Following the classroom build- 
ing will be a physical education 
building which will be located 
just east of the swimming pool, 
and another women’s residence. 
Plans for the more distant fu- 
.ture include a science hall ad- 
dition and a chapel-auditorium.

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MY VIEWS ON 

Students Of A 
Soviet University 

By Richard Hartman 



The students of a Soviet uni- 
versity are the same as stu- 
dents in most western universi- 
ties. They are mostiy indifferent 
about everything including re- 
ligion and communism. 

However, if the administra- 
tion pressures them, communism 
suddenly is the greatest thing 
in the world. This can be com- 
pared to Western students’ love 
of Christianity and their eager- 
ness to attend chapel. 

Here the students are inter- 
ested in sex, fun, money, and 
education, in that order. They go 
to coliege so that they can mar- 
ry the better class, earn more 
money, and have more fun. 
Sometimes they are even inter- 
ested in learning. 

A few students actually go 
to college to take advantage 
of every opportunity to learn. 
A few of these can not under- 
stand why all students are 
not like them. 

They become bitter cynics and 
cause trouble by telling students 
that they should be more inter- 
ested in learning than in com- 
munism. They even fight the ad- 
ministration by introducing sub- 
jects such as Christianity, re- 


ligion, and ethics in most of 
their classes. 

But their greatest hatred cen- 
ters around the forced weekly 
communistic meetings which last 
for an hour and are usually of 
the same context. Minor com- 
munist officials are always the 
speakers. 

Students are slowly coming 
to the conclusion that they ■ 
are the heart and soul of the 
campus and are organizing to 
stop the weekly meetings. The 
administration is organizing 
to force the professors to at- 
tend the weekly meetings to 
give them the necessary moral 
uplift to continue to teach all 
subjects with a communistic 
flavor. 

Both sides are ready and will- 
ing, but both are afraid of the 
consequences. If the administra- 
tion loses, Moscow will cut off 
the $62,000 a year aid. 

Perhaps the final word was 
noted by one cynic who never 
saw an administration official 
at these weekly meetings except 
when he was' scheduled to speak.

TWAP Betters Relations 


Between Africa And U.S. 

EDITOR'S NOTE; This column is the second in a series designed to create more 
student interest in the total program of the College. This week the ETOWNIAN 
features the Teachers for West Africa program.

Elizabethtown College is on the move in many spheres — 
not only in an extensive pathway to self-fulfillment but also in 
a program for better relations between the people of Africa 


and the United States. 

The Teachers for West Africa 
Program (TWAP) which was 
launched in 1961, was the mu- 
tual concept of the late Dr. A. C. 
Baugher, President Emeritus of 
Elizabethtown College, and Dr. 
Samuel Hinkle, President of Her- 
shey Chocolate Corporation. 

These men decided to place 
American teachers in the sec- 
ondary schools of Africa, and 
in some cases at the university 
level. 

The college has served as the 
operating institution for recruit- 
ing, training, and supervising the 
teachers; the Chocolate Cor- 
poration has acted as the sup- 
porting institution paying the 
transportation expenses and 
other allowances. 

The teachers receive their sal- 
aries from the schools for which 
they teach. Ghana and Nigeria 
were chosen to receive these 
teachers since these countries 
produce 50 percent of the cocoa 
beans of the world, the most im- 
portant raw material needed by 
the Chocolate Corporation. 

Dr. Baugher, who supervised 
the first placement of teachers 
in 1962, passed away shortly af- 
ter that first group of eight left 
for Africa. Dr. James Berkebile 
then became Director of TWAP 
for the College and recruited 23 
teachers for the next year. 

Having completed two years 
of teaching, the original teach- 
ers were brought home, and 21 
new teachers were sent over 
this fall. At present there are 
45 teachers on the field. 


The teachers come from as 
far as California and represent 
many different areas of the 
United States. The only teacher 
on the field who graduated from 
Elizabethtown College is Thomas 
Cramer (1963) who is located at 
the Baptist High School, Jos, Ni- 
geria, and teaches niology and 
general science. 

The Cramers (Tom, his wife 
Susan, and son Bobby) have 
written to Dr. Berkebile of their 
opportunity to put scientific in- 
sight to Use in a new environ- 
ment. 

They have made their own 
hot water bath system — gar- 
bage can with coil and out- 
let, and stated: “It takes two 
hours to heat it up, but it sure- 
ly feels good.” 

Dr. Berkebile compiles the 
many letters he receives from 
the teachers into a newsletter 
Whadoyohear, which is sent 
monthly to the teachers so that 
they can share their many ex- 
periences. 

Two seniors at Elizabeth- 
town College have applied to 
leave in 1965. TWAP is open 
to those persons, married or 
single, who are interested in 
teaching for two years at the 
secondary level in Africa, 
mainly in science, mathema- 
tics, engineering, English and 
French. 

Participants in E-town’s mini- 
ature “peace corps” need a 
bachelor’s degree but not neces- 
sarily education courses and 
teaching experience.

Also on the slate for Coach 
Ted Roscher’s cagers were non- 
league games at Millersville on 
Feb. 22 and against Gettysburg 
here on March 2, rescheduled 
from Feb. 27.

Stambaugh Announces Plans 
For 1965 Summer Sessions 


1280 Students 
Enrolled Here 


F’lans for the two sessions of summer school, June 14 to 
July 16 and July 19 to Aug. 20, have begun and are well 
under way, according to Dr. Oscar F. Stambaugh, Director of 
Summer Sessions. 


According to the registrar’s 
office, the total enrollment of 
Elizabethtown College has 
dropped from last semester, 
despite 60 new students this 
semester. 

The present enrollment in- 
cludes 1280 students, as com- 
pared to a previous enrollment of 
1374. The 45 January graduates 
and a number of drop-outs and 
students transferring to other 
colleges account for the dif- 
ference. 

The 60 new students this se- 
mester include 27 full-time stu- 
dents, of which nine are fresh- 
men, and 33 part-time students. 

The current enrollment of 1280 
is made up of 1117 full-time, 98 
part-time and 49 accelerated 
students, and a group of 18 
nurses from York Hospital.

The farm, located on both sides of East 
High street, adjacent to the new elementary 
school, was given to the college in exchange 
for a living income agreement. President Mc- 
Auley said. 

“This action by Dr. and Mrs. Thompson 
brings highly valued property to the college 
and is one of the larger such transfers re- 
ceived by the institution. We are deeply in- 
debted to the Thompsons for their support of 
our program. 

“The College will be happy to discuss liv- 
ing income contracts and gift annuities with 
individuals at any time.

This year’s Middle Atlantic 
Conference wrestling tourna- 
ment at Gettysburg on March 
5 and 6 was truly of much in- 
terest for bird watchers as the 
Owls of Temple University 
won their first MAC wrestling 
championship.

Lomax moved into action in 
the quarter-finals and out-grap- 
pled John Jenney of Lafayette, 
5-2. Jackson continued his win- 
ning streak by outpointing Jim 
Kutzer of Albright, 2-1. Then 
Ned McGinley of Wilkes, a team 
that finished third in the tourna- 
ment, decisioned Lomax, 6-3. 
Bill Bower of Temple, the cham- 
pionship team of the tournament, 
outscored Jackson, 8-4. Lomax’s 
total season record thus stood at 
12-2 and Jackson’s final season 
record read 14-1. 

In their last regular season 
match on Feb. 27, the forces 
of Coach Ken Ober charged 
ahead fo an 18-0 lead before 
Dickinson staged a desperate 
but futile counterattack to nar- 
row the final score to 18-16. 

A strong thread in the texture 
of this year’s wrestling team was 
that woven by the co-captains, 
Lomax and Jackson.

The Elizabethtown College Blue Jays managed to salvage 
some last-minute satisfaction after their tragic week-end at 
Muhlenhurg by downing Gettysburg in the season’s finale, 
82 - 70. The victory closed their 1964 - 65 log at 19-3. 
The win over Gettysburg 


was 

gratifying in two ways. It marked 
the 29th consecutive home vic- 
tory covering a three-year span 
for the Jays and was a special 
“going away present” for the 
all-senior unit employed through- 
out the game by Coach Ted 
Roscher. 

Larry Evans led the E-town 
“five” with 27 points. Dan Reit- 
meyer notched 22 counters and 
Larry Wyles scored 16. Larry 
Hollingshead chipped in with 
12 tallies. 

Prior to this, the Jays met with 
disaster in the Middle Atlantic 
Conference championship played 
at Muhlenburg. The Blue and 
Gray entered the tourney with 
the best record of the four teams, 
18-1, including 15 straight, and 
were picked by many as the team 
to beat. I 

On opening night, however, 
the Roschermen met hot-handed 
Dickinson and dropped a 77- 
[ 62 decision to the Red Devils. 
Trailing by only one point at 
halftime, the Blue Jay attack 
sputtered in the final 20 min- 
utes as they were outscored 
44-30. 

E-town was unable to stop the 
outside sharp-shooters of the 
Carlisle squad and were often 
beaten on the boards, which 
normally was a strong point 
throughout the season in the 
Blue Jay arsenal. 

Wyles led the Jay’s scoring 
with 20 points while Reitmeyer 
had 13 and Evans 10. Not even 
the return of John Lentz to the 
line-up could spark the Jays to 
victory. 

In the consolation game. 
E-town w'as defeated by Drexel 
92-87, The Roschermen, notica- 
bly affected by the opening game 
loss, at one point trailed by more 


than 20 points before the second 
string made the game close. 

Reitmeyer scored 20 points to 
lead the Blue and Gray. Ted Sut- 
ton notched 16, including a per- 
fect 10 for 10 at the charity line, 
Evans was the only other Jay in 
double figures w'ith 11.

EDITOR'S NOTE: The followmg editorial was written by 
Betty Derencin, senior from Somerset, who is editor in 
chief of the campus edition of the ETOWNIAN. The edi- 
torial appeared in the April 8 issue. 

“Elizabethtown College is a private, 
church-related institution. Students enrolled at 
the College are expected, at all times, to be 
acceptable representatives of the institution. 
The use of beverage alcohol in any form in 
any amount at any time or place is not toler- 
ated.” 

These words should be familiar by now to 
every student and administrator. In fact they 
have been repeated so regularly at all recent 
gatherings that they have assumed definite 
resemblance to a religious creed. 

This direct quotation from the College 
Catalogue formed a segment of the statement 
which appeared in area newspapers in con- 
nection with the suspension of “more than a 
dozen” students for violation of the College’s 
rules of conduct. 

For the first few days unfounded rumors 
outnumbered accurate reports. This is nothing 
unusual on a college campus, especially one 
the size of E-town. However, administrators 
have now answered the majority of the ques- 
tions which arose concerning the action that 
was taken. 

Even if they do not agree with the policy 
in question, most students will now admit 
that the administration was fair in taking its 
disciplinary action. Of course, there are those 
who think that the disciplinary measures were 
either completely unjustified or that they were 
too lenient to be effective. 

While the principal questions are being 
answered, one facet of the situation remains 
unsolved. Why does the flaunting of rules 
seem to be more prevalent than usual at this 
time? What action can be taken to prevent 
this from becoming an annual affair? 

One person has suggested that the college 
calendar itself may be an important factor 
which is being perhaps overlooked. Too much 
time elapses between semester break and 
Easter vacation. Students become too restless 
and anxious for something to break the mo- 
notony of campus life. 

Frustrations begin to mount as Spring ap- 
proaches. Some students seek an improper 
outlet for these frustrations and strive for a 
way to temporarily release the pressures of 
academic life. 

Perhaps the College should return to the 
old calendar which inqluded /two Separate 
vacations for spring and the Easter holiday. 
This may not be the final solution to the prob- 
lem, but at least it is a suggestion which de- 
serves consideration. 

The situation was an extremely unpleasant 
one which should have been avoided. Neither 
the administration or the students are com- 
pletely right or wrong in their stands on the 
matter. But a compromise was necessar.y to 
prevent the campus from becoming an armed 
camp with two hostile forces. 

Now that the action has been taken and 
the creed can be recited from memory, one 
question still remains: What ARE the quali- 
fications for a student who wishes to become 
an “acceptable representative” of this institu- 
tion ?

The question of measuring a 
successful season nas come to 
the forefront several times this 
semester.

Common sense dictates that 
winning is the basic motive be- 
hind all types of competitive 
athletics.

How- 
ever, all teams cannot win all 
the time. In fact, it might be 
safe to say that each and every 
squad experiences a “slump” 
year, or a year where nothing 
seems to go right. 

The New York Yankees and 
the Boston Celtics seem to have 
established an anomaly con- 
cerning the art of winning. 
Each are one in several hun- 
dreds. 

Bringing things closer to home, 
we find that the Blue Jay soccer 
team closed with a 8-4 log, won 
the MAC champnonship for the 
third straight year, and are con- 
sidered as being successful. Yat 
the won-loss record is certainly 
not outstanding. 

The Blue Jay courtsters, on the 
other hand, notched a 19-3 slate, 
but lost both tournament games. 
Many people felt that the sea- 
son was not at all successful. If, 
however, one goes strictly by the 
winning percentage, who could 
have been much more successful 
than this spirited flock of birds. 

The case in point is merely 
this. Success cannot be meas- 
ured only in terms of win- 
ing. The emphasis on winning 
has grown so far out of pro- 
portion that the door to 
criminal ventures, fixes, pay- 
offs et al, has swung wide 
open. 

We feel that the measurement 
of team success can be summed 
up in a little verse written some 
thirty-forty years ago; “When 
the master referee scores against . 
our name, it matters not if we • 
won or lost, but how we played ■ 
the game.”

dents are under exceptional 
pressure and are not to be 
blamed for their actions, or 
this was only a case of some 
young people being led astray.” 

Such white-washing is ludi-

The responsibility for these ac- 
tions does not rest solely on those 
involved. It rests also on the 
shoulders of everyone who has 
had knowledge of these activi- 
ties taking place, since they did 
not speak out in opposition. 

It would appear to me that 
more is needed along the lines 
of prevention and attempts to 
convey more solid views with 
respect to moral conduct, rath- 
er than constant vigilance in 
hopes of catching someone “in 
the act” so as to make a les- 
son of him to others. Many 
times, the “lesson” becomes 
more of a martyr than any- 
thing else.

More than 35 courses will 
he offered during each of two 
five-week summer sessions at 
Elizabethtown College this 
summer, according to Dr. O. 
F. Stambaugh, director of sum- 
mer sessions. 

Formal registration for Session 
I will be held on the first day of 
classes, June 14. The Session will 
run through July 16. Session II 
is scheduled to begin July'- 19 
and end on August 20. Summer 
graduation ceremonies will ' be 
held on August 20- 

In addition to the courses . of- 
fered during the regular sessions 
eight-week courses will be given 
in general biology and inorganic 
chemistry from June 14 to Aug- 
ust 6. A special course in calcu- 
lus with analytic geometry will 
be given from July 19 to August 
20. Practice teaching and instruc- 
tion in piano, organ, and voice 
will be offered as assigned. 

There will be three regular 
class periods during the ses- 
sions. They will meet from 7:45 
to 9:05 a.m., 9:15 to 10:35 a.m., 
and 10:45 a.m. to 12:15 p.m. 

By the middle of May there 
were already about 280 students 
pre-rSgistered for the two ses- 
sions, according to Dr. Stam- 
baugh. “We expect to have a 
good summer,” he said. 


An Elizabethtown College jun- 
ior from Hanover has received a 
grant to study under an under- 
graduate research participation 
program in mathematics at the 
University of Oklahoma this 
summer, according to Irvin L, 
Bossier, head of the mathematics 
department here. 

David S. Young, son of Mrs. 
Grace M. Young, 861 York street, 
Hanover, will work on a group 
theory project in the area of 
abstract algebra as outlined by 
Yoimg in his application for the 
grant. 

The program will run from 
June 7 to August 6. It is financed 
through funds received from the 
National Science Foundation. 
Emphasis will be placed upon 
full-time independnt study in co- 
operation with a senior member 
of the University of Oklahoma’s 
mathematics department. 

A major purpose of the pro- 
gram is to encourage intellectual 
growth of the most capable stu- 
dent by giving him an opportun- 
ity for intensive independent 
study in areas of his own choos- 
ing. 

It lists as minimum prerequis- 
ites two courses in mathematics 
beyond elementary calculus and 
a superior grade point average. 

Young, who has been cited 
regularly on the Dean’s List of 
Honor since he enrolled here, is 
a 1962 graduate of Southwestern 
High School, Hanover. At Eliza- 
bethtown he is active in the 
Science Club, the Student Center 
Culture Committee, the Eliza- 
bethtown College Christian As- 
sociation, the Brethren Student 
Christian Movement, and the 
Chapel Choir.

From the mechanical engineering classrooms of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology to Elizabethtown College 
as campus minister is a long road. The Rev. Roy Johnson found 
that many interesting events have taken place along the way. 

He entered MIT on a scholar- 
ship to study mechanical en- 
gineering. Caught up in the 
usual freshman crisis, being 1,000 
miles from home and living un- 
der imusual conditions with 14 
students to a room, led Rev. 

Johnson to church. Not previous- 
ly active, he now turned to the 
church “to think of what I was 
doing with my life.” 

After making the decision to 
go into the ministry, he trans- 
ferred to North Central College 
from which he received a BA in 
1953. The following year. Rev. 

Johnson earned a BD from 
Bethany Theological Seminary 
and an STM (Master of Sacred 
Theology) from Andover New- 
ton Theological School in 1959. 

Rev. Johnson had served 
nine pastorates before com- 
ing to Elizabethtown last Sep- 
tember. The last church was 
an integrated congregation in 
Ohio. 

“Several white families left 
the church each year and two 
Negro families moved in 
their places,” he said. “My hope 
is that the other suburban areas 
will open to Negroes and allow 
them to assume the same type 
of leadership. Housing, however, 
is the crucial issue,” said Rev. 

Johnson. 

Always having had a little 
interest in being a college 
minister. Rev. Johnson was 
challenged to understand the 
thinking in the lives of stu- 
dents. 

“Today’s students have a cos- 
mopolitan attitude probably be- 
cause their intellectual level is 
higher and they read more,” he 
said.

He will be en- 
rolled during the next year in a 
Ph.D. program at the University 
of Maryland. His specific field of 
study, clinical psychology, will 
ultimately train one to practice, 
although he does plan to re- 
turn to teaching. 

Since 1957 Snowden has been 
a member of the Bible and Phil- 
osophy department at Elizabeth- 
town. His plans now will take 
him to Temple University where 
he will continue his work in 
philosophy, particularly in the 
area of history of philosophy. 

Rice, a member of the educa- 
tion department, has been a part 
of the college faculty since 1963. 
In the next year he will be con- 
tinuing his studies at Temple 
University, where his courses 
will- involve the curriculum and 
foundations of education.

The Moline Boys’ Choir will 
present an outdoor concert at 
Elizabethtown College June 30, 
at 8 p.m. Known as “The Sing- 
ing Boys of the Mississippi Val- 
ley,’’ the choir will appear here 
under sponsorship of the col- 
lege as a special summer pro- 
gram for its student body and 
the general public. There will 
be no charge. 

The concert will be given from 
the portico behind the H. K. 
Ober Residence for Men. 

Directed by Dr. Frederick 
Swanson, the choir is now in its 
sixteenth year. It originated in 
1948, when four cities — Daven- 
port, Iowa; Rock Island, Moline 
and East Moline, Illinois — com- 
bined forces to produce a massed 
boys’ choir for a national music 
convention. The Moline boys de- 
cided to continue, and after per- 
forming at numerous public func- 
tions, the requests poured in so 
rapidly they found themselves in 
the concert business. 

On the road the choir is com- 
posed of 40 voices. There are al- 
ways “in reserve’’ about 25 year- 
lings ready to augment the en- 
semble on special occasions or to 
substitute for any regular. There 
is also a group of cadets, chosen 
from the 100 or more applicants 
each spring, who train for a year 
before they become apprentices. 

The choir sings a wide reper- 
toire of music. To fit a given oc- 
casion, the boys can sing music 
of the late renaissance and ba- 
roque era; works of Schubert 
and Brahms; works of Bartok 
and Stravinsky; songs of patriot- 
ism or familiar hymns; folk 
songs of many countries; songs 
from Broadway or Hollywood 
musicals. 

A recent estimate found that 
the average boy may have sung 
nearly 200 compositions from 
memory in English, Latin or 
German in the four years he was 
in the choir. 

A series of TV appearances in 
1953 encouraged the addition of 
incidental dances, and each sea- 
son’s progrtim now includes sev- 
eral dance routines.

ED. NOTE— The following ore remarks made by K. Ezra 
Bucher, president of the Alumni Association, when he 
received the presidential gavel on Alumni Day. They 
ore taken from the latter port of his brief talk and, ac- 
cording to Bucher, were directed to the entire alumni 
association while addressed particularly to the newly in- 
ducted class of 1965. 

When we entered this institution, there 
was waiting’ for us an abundant reservoir of 
opportunity for intellectual growth, an oppor- 
tunity to acquire social graces, and an op- 
portunity to prepare for professional careers. 
As students we were encouraged to draw freely 
from this reservoir with no thought of re- 
plenishing it but with due respect to those who 
through their contributions of time, energy, 
devotion, and resources created this reservoir 
for us. 

However, as alumni, we are now expected 
to show our gratitude to this institution and 
our respect for those whose efforts and sacri- 
fices made possible our training here, by put- 
ting back into this reservoir something of what 
we withdrew from it so that others whcr will 
follow us in future years will have similar 
opportunities. 

As alumni, we need to be reminded that 
it is incumbent upon us to show evidence that 
we were trained here by being worthy off- 
campus members of the larger Elizabethtown 
College Family. 

We need to realize that the only contact 
which some people may have with Elizabeth- 
town College is their contact with us; the 
only knowledge which some people may ac- 
quire of Elizabethtown College is their knowl- 
edge of us; the only picture which some peo- 
ple may see of our college is the' image which 
we present; therefore, one of our major re- 
sponsibilities is to present the most favorable 
image. 

The Alumni Association asks you to march 
■out of this institution next week under the 
banner of EDUCATE FOR SERVICE into a 
life that reflects a genuine loyalty to your alma 
mater. Be not among those who ridicule this 
motto before you attempt to give it meaning 
through your personal efforts. 

Be not among those who jest about it be- 
fore you have dared to face the reality of its 
vast potential; be not among those who hide 
behind it because you are afraid of the rami- 
fications of investment of self in noble causes; 
be not' among those who scorn it because you 
are unfamiliar with the dimension of true man- 
hood and womanhood. 

But be among those who find personal 
growth through heeding its injunction and who 
at the same time strengthen the pillars of this 
institution. 

And now may I presume to speak for the 
Alumni Council and the newly elected officer^ 
in saying that we look forward with anticipa- 
tion to serving our association in coordinating 
the efforts of all alumni to strengthen the col- 
lege.

Students at Elizabethtown College will soon use a modern 
computer with the same facility they now use a slide rule. 

“An IBM 1130 computer will be Installed next year,” Presi- 
dent Roy E. McAuley said. “Students will be taught first how 
to use it and later will actually apply it in classroom work.” 

Dr. McAuley said this will en- 
able mathematics and science 
studeirts to probe not only more 
deeply iiito problems, but to 
grapple with many they couldn’t 
otherwise even attempt. 

Business students will study 
techniques that can be used in 
a business environment. The 
computer will be studied not as 
a machine, but as a management 
tool, with potential uses in all 
areas of business. 

“In addition,” Dr. McAuley said, 

“the new computer training pro- 
gram will give students a skill 
that will better prepare many of 
them for important jobs after 
graduation.” 

The college also will use the 
computer for a number of ad- 
ministrative jobs and education- 
al research projects. 

Dr. McAuley mentioned that 
one such project will be a corre- 
lation study, analyzing actual 
college achievement records 
against earlier tests and high 
school background. 

“We expect to gather some 
very meaningful information 
from this and other projects now 
planned,” Dr. McAuley said.

Begin August 30 

Twenty teachers who will 
spend the next two years in 
Ghana and Nigeria under the 
Teachers For West Africa Pro- 
gram will convene on the Eliz- 
abethtown College campus late 
next month for orientation 
sessions. 

Dr. James M. Berkebile, pro- 
fessor of chemistry and director 
of the program, announced that 
the group would arrive here on 
August 29 and begin final prep- 
arations the next day. 

Sessions will run through Sep- 
tember 3, when the teachers will 
depart for Africa. Royer Hall 
will be orientation headquarters. 

Charles Vetter, coordinator 
in the Office of Public Infor- 
mation, U. S. Information 
Agency, will address the group 
during some of the meetings. 
Most of the time, however, will 
be spent with about six re- 
turned TWAP participants 
who will act as consultants. 

Actually 25 teachers, some of 
whom are former members of the 
Peace Corps, have been placed 
this year under the program. 
As in previous years they have 
been culled from a large area. 
This year’s group includes na- 
tives of 14 states. 

Last year 22 teachers were 
placed by the program. In 
1963 there were 24; and in 
1962, the first year of oper- 
ation, nine were placed. 

“As of the first quarter of this 
year,” Dr. Berkebile said, “46 
teachers were in the field plus 
five non-teaching adults and 10 
children.”

Now blanketed with a year-old 
turf, the new athletic fields lo- 
I cated in the back campus area 
behind ‘the Student Center and 
and tennis courts, will remain 
unscathed next term to allow a 
lull two-year growth before use, 
according to Theodore A. Rosch- 
er, athletic director.

Ben Wenger Is 
Most Valuable 
Player In MAC 

Ben Wenger, a slugging Eliza- 
bethtown College catcher - out- 
fielder from Quarryville, was 
named most valuable player in 
the Northern Baseball Division 
of the Middle Atlantic Confer- 
ence, according to the coaches’ 
all-star pool results announced 
last month. 

A sophomore business admin- 
istration major, Wenger led the 
Blue Jays in hitting this season 
with a .322 average in 17 games. 
He pounded out 19 hits, includ- 
ing five home runs, two doubles, 
and two triples. He also batted 
across 18 runs and scored nine. 

In all, he led the team in 
five offensive categories — bat- 
ting average, hits, RBI's, home- 
runs, and doubles. He was 
named to the Northern Divi- 
sion's First Team in the catch- 
ing slot, 

A 1961 graduate of Solanco, 
Wenger starred on the 1962 Blue 
Jay team before entering inter- 
national volunteer service. That 
year he hit .323 and broke a 
Conference record in RBI’s for 
one season (conference games 
only) that stands today. He rap- 
ped in 20 counters in 15 confer- 
ence contests. 

This year his Conference bat- 
ting average was .341. 


Elizabethtown C o 1 1 e g e’s 
men’s athletic teams are sched- 
uled for 104 intercollegiate 
events during the 1965-66 
academic term, according to 
the sports schedules released 
recently. 

Blue Jay athletes will meet 
the opposition at home 49 
times and will play on the road

Swimming, making its bow in 
full-time intercollegiate compe- 
tition on the varsity level, has 
ten meets scheduled. In addition 
to the seven opponents on last 
year’s varsity- junior varsity 
slate, Blooms'burg State, Frank- 
lin and Marshall, and Wilkes 
have been added. 

Kutztown will play host to 
the Blue Jay baseball team to 
open the spring sports sea- 
son on March 30. The Jays will 
face the same opposition in 
15 games as last year, except 
for Lebanon Valley, which 
dropped the sport in favor of 
lacrosse. 

The opponents in tennis re- 
main the same from 12 matches, 
and three teams have been at- 
tached to the golf log, which now 
totals eight encounters.
